G n t n l H ancock a n d (h e U nited States 
Labor L eague. 
N e w Y o r k , -July 27th.—The Herald re­ 
lates an interview yesterday between a com­ 
mittee from the United States Labor League 
and Hancick. General McBride, of Vir­ 
ginia, spokesman of the committee, said that 
both Democrats and Republicans belonged to 
this organization, which exercised local influ­ 
ences in many sections. That in September 
next they would hold a Convention in this 
city, at which they would decide the question 
as to which of the candidates should get their 
support, a decision that could only be reached 
by first ascertaining which of the candidates 
was most in accordance with their views. 
He denied that their organization had any 
connection with Socialism or Communism. 
Their sole object is to secure justice to the 
working classes, viz : An enforcement of the 
eight-hour law ; the establishment of a sys­ 
tem of arbitration between employers and 
workmen to prevent strikes ; and the enact­ 
ment of laws tending to more justly award a 
division of profits between capital and labor. 
After listening to the statements of the com­ 
mittee, Hancock 
refused to express any 
views in the matter. Under the circum­ 
stances, all he could do—and this he cheer­ 
fully did—was to give them a letter of intro­ 
duction to Senator Bamum, Chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee. The letter 
was a strictly formal one, and said that the 
gentlemen would explain their business. 
G eneral G rant S u m m on s th e “ B oys In 
B in e .” 
C h ic a g o , July 27th.—The Tribune'iVVash- 
ingtou special says: The order of General 
Grant to the “ Boys in Blue ” to organize to 
save the country from the Democracy fell 
upon the representatives of the latter here 
with something akin to the old order for an 
advance of the Union army. Republicans are 
most enthusiastic over it, and look on it as 
worth many thousand votes in quarters where 
they will tell. 
Democratic papers in this re­ 
gion are nearly all silent in regard to it. The 
Pott shows its concern in a bitter editorial, of 
which the following is a sample: “ For the 
first time in our history we find an ex-IJreHÍ- 
deut who, having been most ingloriously de­ 
feated in the effort to foist himself upon the 
country for a third time, undertakes to lead 
a political organization in a campaign that is 
to decide who shall occupy the place which 
he vacated and vainly tried to reach again.

July 
27th.—John Diggs 
(negro), who outraged Mrs. Jane Tichiffely 
on Saturday night last, near Darnestown, 
Maryland, was lodged in jail at Rockville 
yesterday. 
Shortly before 4 o’clock this 
morning about fifty men appeared at the jail, 
and one of them demanded admission on the 
plea of identification. Sheriff Kitchen re­ 
fused him admittance while the crowd re­ 
mained and they fell back a few feet. Another 
formal demand being made, a slight demur was 
made by the Deputy Sheriff. This was the 
signal for an assault and the door was broken 
in. 
While the door was being forced quite a 
melee occurred with the officers, and even 
after Diggs had been brought out in the open 
air the Sheriff made another attempt to 
rescue his prisoner. 
He was immediately 
caught and held. In his struggles he received 
a cut on the arm. 
The crowd then hurried 
Diggs off, his ankle irons clanking as he was 
forced down the road at a quick trot. 
He 
seemed quite calm, and said he was willing 
to die. 
Some distance from town the party 
met a horse by preconcerted arrangement. 
Diggs’ hands and arms were pinioned, and it 
was then found that to hang him by running 
the horse from under him was impracticable. 
A noose was placed around his neck, and he 
was hauled from the ground, making but 
little resistance. 
'I he body was left hang­ 
ing. 
Diggs made a full confession of the 
crime to the Sheriff previous to the jail being 
forced.

The Porte’s B cply. 
C o n s ta n tin o p le , July 27th.—The Porte's 
reply to the collective note has been sub­ 
mitted to the Sultan for his approval, and 
will be communicated to the Embassadors 
forthwith. It is believed the tenor_ of the 
reply as originally adopted by the Ministers 
has been modified 
Goschen, the British Embassador, had a 
private interview with the Sultan to-day. 
The South Am erican M ur-O th er AtTulrs. 
N e w Y o r k , July 27th.—The Star and 
Herald of Panama of July 15th has the fol­ 
lowing : It is stated that the Chilean Admi­ 
ral Reveros announced his intention to bom­ 
bard Lima, and notified the diplomatic body. 
The notification also conveys the information 
that the Pacific Steam Navigation Company's 
steamers would be permitted to put into 
Callao harbor up to the 8th instant, and re­ 
ceive all foreign families, or women and chil­ 
dren, who desire to leave the city. The 
Admiral has already threatened that Lima, 
when taken, will be given up to destruction 
and ravage* of the Chilean troops, as were 
Alolinro and Arica, because, as he states, the 
Chilian officers cannot restrain their men. 
The Peruvians are preparing to give their 
women, children and household valuables 
an asylum at Tarrura, situated beyond the 
impenetrable ramparts of the Cordilleras. 
Piecolahas decreed that every man between 
sixteen and sixty years of 
age, except­ 
ing the clergy 
and 
medical profession, 
and a few employes of the Government offices, 
shall present himself in uniform and drill 
every day from 11 until 1 o’clock. 
To enable 
the men to do this, all places of business will 
be closed from 10 until 2. 
Those who do not 
comply with this order will immediately be 
sent to serve in the army. AH foreigners 
are invited to form a corps to maintain order 
and protect property in tbe event of the city 
being left at any time without the usual 
guardians of the peace. No inhabitant of the 
province of Lima is allowed to go beyond its 
limits without a passport. The Archbishop of 
Lima has placed the treasure of the Church at 
the disposal of the Government, to be used 
in the service of the country. 
The 
Chilean transport Amanagas was 
blown up by a torpedo in Callao bay. 
The Chilean Government is said to have 
agreed upon the following propositions, look­ 
ing to the prosecution of the war : First, to 
issue six million dollars for the continuance of 
the w ar; second, to organize an army with 
new divisions; third, to raise the Manco 
Capoc. 
A serious debate was occasioned in Con­ 
gress in consequence of a Deputy saying it 
was d o w time to offer peace to Peru through 
the mediation of another Power, and that the 
bombardment of Callao was a barbarous and 
useless proceeding. 
The law of 1877, banisliing certain Bishops 
from Colombia on a charge of being impli­ 
cated in political intrigues, is revoked. 
The volcano Euego, in Guatemala, is in 
active operation. At San Benito, and even 
beyond that point in Mexico down to San Sal­ 
vador, the fine dust thrown by the volcano 
falls in quantities which render it certain that 
in the immediate neighborhood the effects 
must be calamitous. 
Tlic London “ Tim e»” on the Irish Com­ 
pensation B ill—The Tote. 
L o n d o n , July 27th.—The Times says that 
the compensation bill has tallen into disre­ 
pute through its inherent vices of structure 
and character. It would be well for the Gov­ 
ernment to abstain from raising a question of 
this kind until the royal commission has re­ 
ported upon the subject. In the meantime 
vague intimations of coming changes engen­ 
der more alarm and alienate more support 
-than all the efforts of the Conservatives’ ora­ 
tory. 
In the division on the Irish compensation 
bill 37 Home Rulers voted with the Govern­ 
ment and 206 Conservatives and 20 Liberals 
in the minority. No Conservative voted with 
the Government. 
Forty Liberal peers are 
said to h ive promised to vote for the compen­ 
sation bill. 
Tne Times says : The normal majority in 
the House of Commons of Liberals and 
Home Rulers combined is at least 170. and 
the diminution of ministerial strength shown 
by last night’s division is a measure, though 
not an inadequate one, of the discontent the 
compensation bill provoked. 
The Compensation B ill In the House of 
Lords. 
London, July 27th.—In the House of 
Lords this evening Earl Granville, Foreign 
Secretary, introduced the compensation for 
distrbance in Ireland bill, which passed the 
House of Commons last night, and fixed the 
second reading of the bill for Monday next. 
Earl Dartrey (Liberal), on behalf of Earl 
Grey (Liberal), gave notice of a motion to re­ 
ject the measure. Earl Grey has volunteered 
to lead the opposition to the bill. 
The circular addressed to the peers request­ 
ing their attendance in the House of Lords 
Monday to oppose the second reading of the 
compensation for disturbance in Ireland bill 
is signed by the following Whig peers : Lords 
Aveiand, Craysford, Dartrey, Fitz William, 
Sligo and Somerset. 
Prison Horrors. 
St. P e t e r s b u r g , July 27th.—The Noroe 
Vrcmja gives the particulars of the Letotfsky 
prison, one of the chief establishments of its 
kind. The Inspector states that he found in 
the female wards 157 women, of whom 33 
were ill and many enciente. 
In the male 
wards there were 592 men, of whom 127 were 
ill. Their linen was filthy, and ventilation 
was wholly inadequate. 
It is estimated that 
each man bad but three-fifths of the quantity 
of air necessary to support an adult pereon. 
The prison is never repaired, and dirt and 
disorder reign supreme. In spite of the 
short term of imprisonment—one year—to 
which the inmates are subjected, the death 
rate is nearly 25 per cent. 
Objections W ithdraw n. 
BERLIN, July 27th.—The Emperor of Rus­ 
sia has withdrawn his objections to receiving 
Marquis Tseng, the Chinese Embassador. 
The latter, with his staff, has arrived, en 
route to St. Petersburg. 
Cuslom-liousc Burned. 
D e r b y L in e , July 27th. — The custom­ 
house and railway station of St. Armande, 
province of Quebec, were burned to-day; 
also the customs’ records for many years. 
The losa is heavy.

palate than it often is ; anil there can l»e 
no doubt that he is substantially right. 
Thus, for instance, it is well known th at 
poultry which has been fattened upon food 
containing a slight admixture of chopped 
truflles are far better eating than those 
chickens which have been stuffed or larded 
with truffles after they are killed. 
It is 
only natural that such should be the case, 
for the flavor of the truffle that is con­ 
sumed by the chickeu permeates the whole 
system, which cannot 
be 
dene 
when 
simply 
placed 
in 
the 
carcass. 
M. 
Monclar 
instances 
cases 
in 
which 
hares 
killed 
in 
a 
wormwood 
field, 
larks 
shot in 
a 
cabbage 
field, 
and 
eggs laid by bens which had eaten diseased 
silkworms, had such a nauseous taste that 
no one could touch th em ; while upon the 
other hand some ducks anil fieldfares which 
had fed upon sprigs of juniper had a de­ 
licious flavor. He has made several experi­ 
ments—among others, three upou tame 
rabbits, which he fed with the waste of 
aniBe-seed. w ith barley and bran containing 
a slight flavoring of juniper, and with 
barley and bran containing a little essence 
of thyme. 
In each case he found th at the 
flesh of these animals was far better eating 
than that of rabbits fattened in tbe ordi­ 
nary way, and yet that there was no trace 
of anise-Becd or juniper in the taste. 
His 
conclusion is that cattle, sheep and pigs 
might be fed in the same way, and that by 
varying the flavoring m atter the beef, m ut­ 
ton and pork might be made to have 
several different tastes.—[Caterer.

THE LEFEVRE MURDER. 
A shocking murder was committed in 
Oakland on Monday. A young married 
man named Schroeder walked into the of­ 
fice of a dentist named Lefevre, and shot 
him mortally without explanation of any 
kind. Subsequently it was given out that 
the wife of the murderer had accused the 
victim of having outraged her while she 
was under the influence of chloroform. 
hether this is the story to he relied upon 
by the defense’has not yet appeared,,hut 
if it is, the only possible conclusion is that 
the defense is fearfully inadequate. lu the 
first place tho circumstances under which 
Dr. Lelevre was in the habit of operating 
appeára to have utterly precluded the pos­ 
sibility of such a crime on his part. I t is 
the testimony of his assistants that he never 
operated upon a female patient without wit­ 
nesses, and those who are at ali familiar 
with the effects of chloroform and other 
anaesthetics upon women will he aware 
that ail dentists have good cause for just 
such caution. For it is a fact well known 
to medical men that women are frequently 
subject to haliuciuation3 when under the 
influence of these drugs, and that in this 
peculiar condition they are apt to form the 
impression that they have hern improperly 
dealt with. The hooks abound with simi­ 
lar charges against dentists and physicians, 
and most of them have been made 
under circumstances leaving no possibility 
of donbt as to the illusive nature of the 
beiief. I t would seem that the drug in 
such cases produces mental eff.ets corre­ 
sponding closely to those of various hys­ 
terical affections, under the influence of 
which latter diseases women have often 
made the most preposterous accusations 
against innocent persons, and have con­ 
, ducted themselves in a way to make it 
evident that they were temporarily insane. 
It seems, however, that in the present case 
the husband accepted his wife’s statement 
without the least inquiry, and that he in­ 
stantly rushed off to kill the supposed 
assailant of his honor and domestic peace. 
It is perhaps necessary to point out further 
that, however strongly the homicidal ten­ 
dency may arise even in cases where the 
evidence is much more conclusive than 
here, no man can be justified in taking 
upon himself the functions of the Courts. 
T-.m expression “ taking the law into one’s 
“ own hands” is inderd misleading. The 
man who kills another under such circum­ 
stances takes no law into his hands. On 
the contrary he outrages all law, and he 
becomes himself the most heinous criminal. 
There has been far too much sentimental 
and 
loose 
talk about matters of 
this kiud. I t might be thought, indeed, 
that the law wa3 at last only an auxiliary 
machinery, good enough for trifling cases, 
but to be not Mich whenever grave circuni- 
atauces arose. 
This is not a civilized 
bat a barbarous view to take, and it is time 
the fact was recognized. No injury justi­ 
fies homicides, but an attempt to murder. 
In the case under notice it seems only too 
probable that a dreadful murder has been 
committed upon no better justification than 
the hallucination of an hysterical woman. 
Should this prove to be the case, what 
position will the murderer occupy ? lleap- 
p.ars to have made no investigation, to 
have given his victim no opportunity for 
defense or explanation, and having shot him 
Gown as though lie had beou a dog, he seems 
to think that he has done a praiseworthy 
deed. This is a very shocking case, and if 
it turns out as some men think it will, the 
community will have a conflict of off-hand 
murders which may cause a healthy reac­ 
tion against tho bordtr-ruffun method of 
redressing real or fancied injuries. 


POLITICAL TCM-T0K BEATING. 


The Olympia (W. T.) Traneeri/U learns 
that some three to four farmers of 
Thurston county went cast of the mountains 
last fall and have not yet returned, leaving 
their wives to manage the farms. This 
spring these brave women put in the crops, 
attended the stock, and now these women 
may be seen driving their own teams into 
tow n marketing their own products. One 
of the number is a young wife, ambitious, 
and possessing the pluck that would put in 
the shade the efforts of many of our young 
farmer friends, can be seen “ slashing" 
down brush on her farm. She has, by her 
own hands, laid down some eight acres of 
brush, and will in » few weeks touch a 
torch to tho heap. This land will be ready 
for the hoe and plow this falL 


The Democrats have begun the campaign 
this year with so remarkable an ebullition 
of bravado that it might be thought their 
leaders supposed it possible to carry the 
Presidential election by mere declamation. 
This exhibition of braggadocio is the more 
singular when it is seen how little sub­ 
stantial basis there is for any’ premature re­ 
joicing on the Democratic side. It is true 
that at least they have a Union soldier at 
the head of their ticket, but when that is 
said all is said. They have the same old 
had record to defend, the same objections 
to clear away, the same obstacles to en­ 
counter which have alway’3 hitherto pre­ 
vented them from succeeding. Their pres­ 
ent premature boastings are therefore ex­ 
ceedingly impudent and foolish, and we 
do not wonder that the New York Herald, 
which is supposed just now to be a sort of 
independent Democratic journal, rebukes 
themsharplyfortheirschool-boy antics. The 
Herald says: “ The simple truth is, that in 
“ order to win the Democrats need to cease 
• ‘fuddling their brains with gas and froth 
“ as soon as possible, and apply themselves 
“ to prove to the country that they are fit 
“ to run and capable of governing the 
“ United States. The Republicans have 
“ no need to show capacity for Govern 
“ ment. They have demonstrated it for 
“ twenty years. This much is only to 
“ prove fitness to retain power, and ca­ 
p a c ity to wield it. But the Democrats 
“ have a double burden of proofs to sus- 
“ tain, and no time to spare, and they 
“ must prepare for some costly sacrifices 
“ in the demonstration. If they are fit to 
“ govern they must confirm the sincerity of 
“ the revenues tariff and free ship resolu­ 
tio n s of the Cincinnati platform in the 
“ conduct of theircanvass. This may cost 
“ them Pennsylvaaia irretrievably. They 
“ must antagonize the Republican plans by 
“ profuse appropriations for internal im- 
“ provemeuts. This may weaken them 
“ in the Mississippi Valley. They must 
“ set their faces against repudiation in any 
“ guise. This may sacrifice the electoral 
“ vote of Virginia. They must demand 
“ absolute stability in the value of the na­ 
tio n a l currency, which is impossible 
“ so long as legal 
tender 
green- 
“ backs are afloat, and eighty-eight 
“ cent silver dollars are coined by 
“ the ton. This may immolate them in 
“ Indiana.” The Jlerahl thinks that if 
they are afraid to do all these things they 
may as well give up hope of success. If 
that is their only chance, however, it may 
be set down as gone already, for nothing 
can be more certain than that they will 
follow none of the suggestions quoted 
above. The Herald would apparently be 
pleased to see the Democrats win the fight, 
and therefore it tenders them the best ad­ 
vice it can give. But if Democratic suc­ 
cess is dependent upon honest and faithful 
living up to the platform, and the carrying 
out of sound national legislation, it is the 
wildest folly to expect anything of the 
kind, for the Democratic party has at every 
step shown a total incapacity to realize the 
actual needs of the country. 
The present heating of tom-toms is quite 
of a piece with all its previous proceedings, 
and rightly examined it will be sure to 
be a forlorn hope. 
The Democratic 
leaders are sagacious enough to perceive 
that they are not prepared for sober argu­ 
ment ; that their support is too discordant 
on all living issues, and their record too 
bad, to give them any hope of success in 
controversy. And therefore they are re­ 
solved, as the only course open to them, 
to whoop up the biggest shouting they 
can, and make their campaign one of tom­ 
tom beating exclusively, trusting to the 
cohesive power of public plunder for the 
strength of the final charge on the day of 
election. As usual this Democratic plan 
is fatuous. The leaders might have learned 
in all these years of fierce contest that 
the Republican party is not to he 
frightened or overcome a3 the walls of 
Jericho were thrown down, by a severe 
blowing of trumpets. The organization 
which has governed the country for twenty 
yearss’nows something of political methods, 
and it understands itself well enough to 
proceed quietly w ithout losing ground. It 
will soon bring the Democrats off their 
high horso nonsense. They will be obliged 
to realize thit the country is not prepared 
to take them at their own estimate, but 
that they must bring credentials and proofs 
of capacity sufficient to outweigh all the 
services of their opponents. Can they do 
this ? The Herald seems to assume that 
they can if they will. We, ou the other 
band, declare that it is not in their power 
to vindicate their pretenses, and that this 
is the true reason for their hysterical and 
continued rejoicings. 
The fact is that 
when it comes to a question of proofs of 
capacity and trustworthiness they must be 
thrown out of Court, for all the evidence 
in these premises only tells the other way. 
Nor have they any policy of a kind to 
recommend them. States rights is their 
special predilection, and nullification, and 
both of them they must disclaim before 
they can get a hearing. They are inspired 
by the great hope of filling the eighty 
thousand offices of the republic, and be­ 
yond that the majority of them do not 
look. The few who have deeper purposes 
are contemplating schemes the consumma­ 
tion of which would neutralize all the work 
done in suppressing the rebellion, and it is 
not by ventilating such projects that they 
can expect to make votes. They think 
they have an easy campai.n before them, 
but they will find it the hardest and 
hottest they have ever been engaged in. 


THE OBELISK. 


MR. BERGH DESERTS HIS COLOSS. 
We learn with surprise and dismay that 
Mr. Bergh, the life-long champion of the 
animal world, has deserted his colors, and 
literally abandoned the cats of New k oik 
to destruction. He is represented as de­ 
claring that there are too many cats in the 
Empire city, and that they ought to be 
thinned out. Nay, he has even proposed 
m< thuds for slaughtering them tn rnaxse, 
anl in short it ¡3 only too apparent that he 
has been demoralized by these feline scre- 
uaders which produce such steady crops of 
bootjacks and hair-braiders in the back­ 
yard* of New York. Mr. Bergh does not 
appear to perceive, however, that in “ go- 
“ ing back ” on the cats, he is weakening 
his authority terribly. In fact he is like 
the liberal preachers who to meet modern 
ideas surrender the doctrines of plenary 
importance, only to discover that they 
have thrown their best known anchor 
away, and that they are thenceforth in­ 
capable of withstanding the attacks of the 
wicked. He will lind w hen it is too late 
that in abandoning the midnight cats he 
has uudermincd his whole system, and he 
will no longer be regarded as the crazy but 
consistent champion of everything animate 
save mankind. 


The paupers and insane of Clackamas 
county, Oregon, for the last fiscal year, 
cost $1,353.

The Egyptian Obelisk has arrived at 
New York, or as the Post of that city puts 
it, “ The silent guardian that for ages 
“ stood by the Temple of the Setting Sun 
“ at Heliopolis ha3 followed that orb three 
“ thousand miles across the western sea.” 
Now that the Obelisk has arrived safely, 
the first fact that will strike all 
who possess common sense will be its 
utter incongruity with its surround­ 
ings.- The idea of deporting these monu­ 
ments of our earliest civilization, and set­ 
ting them up as decorations for modern 
cities, is indeed thoroughly Gothic. Lon­ 
don and New York have committed the 
same folly, and both arc equally to blame. 
Egyptian obelisks have their habitat ou 
the border of the Nile, and they cannot be 
transplanted without at once losing all 
their native significance, and making their 
new surroundings ridiculous. 
The only 
consideration which suggests itself in 
contemplating this vandalism is the 
thought that ages henee, when the 
transient 
works of 
this 
race of 
flimsy builders have crumbled away, and 
a few brick-grown mounds reach the sites 
of our most pretentious public edifices, 
Macauley’s New Zealander will appear on 
the sceue, and discerning this obelisk 
(which is tolerably sure to outlast any 
contemporary structures) will proceed to 
erect an ingenious theory of the peopling 
of the American continent by the old in­ 
habitants of the Nile Valley. Nor is it 
improbable that tho hypotlicsus 30 built 
up would be at least as plausible, and per­ 
haps even as near the truth as a great 
many theories which have engaged the at­ 
tention of the learned in our own times, 
and have formed the beliefs of thousands 
of confiding souls. In truth there is dan­ 
ger in bringing the enduring work of the 
Egyptians into competition with our frail 
and ephemeral structures, and those who 
have any regard for the future reputation 
of the American nation ought to have pro­ 
tested against the measure while yet there 
was time. 
TEE REVENUE QUESTION. 
A New York journal professes to think 
that though platforms as a rule mean little, 
yet that the Democratic resolutions about 
a tariff for revenue only, do mean some- 
•thing, inasmuch as the Democracy has 
always been a free trade party, and that 
“ if they should get in they would give 
“ effect, in a more or less marked degree, 
“ to this declaration.” Our esteemed con­ 
temporary appears to have completely for­ 
gotten that the Democrats have now had 
control of Congress for some time, and that 
though they have had full opportunity to 
show their faith by their works, they have 
never (lone anything to prove their prefer­ 
ence for the doctrine they profess. At the 
last session they absolutely refused to 
agree to a tariff reform measure, and they 
acted only aH obstructionists when bills 
looking to this end were introduced. 
Why, then, should it be thought probable 
that if they had full control of the 
Government they would be more faithful 
to their original principles than they now 
are? The fact is that they have not for 
the 'ast twenty years shown any regard for 
free trade, and we predict that during the 
present campaign they will never so much 
as suggest the thing, save where Protection 
is already dead. No Democrat will go 
down into Pennsylvania and preach Free 
Trade this fall, hut every Democrat who 
speaks there will interpret the plank in 
the Cincinnati platform as meaning Protec­ 
tion, when rightly understood. The party 
has no longer any convictions which it is 
not perfectly willing to change to-inorrow 
should they appear to be unpalatable ; at 
least while campaigns are pending. 


S p ir a l E n e r g y .—Starting with his the­ 
ory that the energy of a bar magnet acts 
along spiral lines, Dr. Shuttle surmises 
that the energy proceeding from the sun 
and striking the earth on the zone of the 
ecliptic traverses the earth in a spiral path, 
and finally emerges at the magnetic poles. 
The spiral of energy is “ right-handed” at 
one pole and “ left-handed" at the other, 
like the magnetic force in a magnet, and 
the electric discharge in Crookes’ vacuum 
tubes. Like to precession and nutation, 
he holds that these spiral paths are eon- 
tautly changing and producing mag­ 
netic variations, and he suspects that 
the magnetic poles will complete a 
cycle corresponding to the period of 
precession. Altogether, spiral energy is 
ade to play a most important part by 
Dr. Shettle. He holds that all bodies ex­ 
hibit magnetic properties just in the degree 
that they are capable of changing the energy 
traversing them into the spiral form. The 
solar radiance on this hypothesis would 
not only be the cause of terrestrial magnet­ 
ism, but of gravity itself, as well as a host 
of other phenomena, such as those of elec­ 
tricity aud those attending tornadoes, 
cyclones, water-spouts, etc. The Doctor 
by in) means intends to confine his theory 
to the earth, but makes its operation uni­ 
versal. 


E x c a v a tio n s at PoxrPF.il.—The recent 
excavation of a house in Pompeii, which is 
perhaps the largest and best preserved of 
all antique dwellings known, has excited 
the greatest interest. The building, two 
stories high, contains a double atrium and 
tablininm. In the middle of the spacious 
peristyle there stands an ornamental foun­ 
tain. A complete hath has also been found, 
which will doubtless throw much light 
upon questions of arrangement. It is this 
part ot the complex Roman dwelling-house 
upon which the opinions of archaeological 
authorities have hitherto been most at va­ 
riance. The decorative paintings of the in­ 
terior have been executed with great taste 
and are well preserved. Those of the sec­ 
ond story, representing marine animals, are 
especially interesting. The frescoes of the 
two wiug9 of the building show scenes of 
animal life like those much in vogue about 
the advent of the Christian era, and known 
irom many examples previously discovered 
in the buried cities. These excellently 
preserved works, so characteristic of the 
time and place in which they wore exe­ 
cuted, cannot but add valuable illustrations 
to the history of Roman painting. An 
early publicantion of the ¡dan and details 
of the house is promised by the Archivo- 
logical Society. 


A n g e ls .—The Rev. Mr. White of New 
Hampshire has founded a sect called An­ 
gelic Believers. They believe in the dispo­ 
sition of angels to visit earth’s people, if 
they were only properly encoura_ed. His 
object is to restore the old sociability be­ 
tween human and angelic beings. In a 
sermon lately White said that it would not 
surprise him to have angels call upon him 
at any time, and he held himself in readi­ 
ness to give them welcome. Three boys 
resolved that White's faith should be 
rewarded. One of them borrowed three of 
his sister's night-gowns, aDd got three pair 
of chicken wings, w’hich were fastened on 
the shoulders of the white garments. With 
some other fixings by way of disguise, the 
boys went at night to the cottage of White. 
They knocked and said they were angels. 
He examined their wings and raiment, and 
was satisfied. They were hungry, and 
asked for kid.

White had no calf, 
and offered them pork, at which they 
turned up their noses.

The arrival in California of a man who has 
filled so large a part in the history of the 
country as Carl Sehurz invests the occasion 
with public importance and interest, which 
are augmented by the fact that he is at the 
head of one of the most important depart 
uients of the national Government. To these 
is to be added the fact Mr. Sehurz is an ex 
ample of what a foreigner can do in this 
Republic. A refugee from European kingly 
power, he fled to America, where his native 
ability paved the way for him to attain the 
position of honor—a place of lofty trust—he 
now fills, the open esteem aud admiration of 
one of the great political parties of the Union, 
and the respect for and acknowledgment of 
his genius and statesmanship by all. Mr. 
Sehurz, as Secretary of the Interior, de­ 
termined to visit and inspect some of the In­ 
dian reservations, and Mr. Sehurz, as a 
private individual, resolved to take his two 
daughters with him and make a flying trip 
to California as a part of his summer recrea­ 
tion. He inspected the Pyramid Lake Res­ 
ervation, in Nevada, the other day, as the 
western limit of his official visit, aud, before 
extending the tour iuto the Yellowstone 
country, in his private capacity he started 
for California to spend 
A FEW DAYS 
In this favored elime. He left Reno at 7 
A. 11. for this State. At the same hour a 
representative of the R e c o rd -U n io n left this 
city by an up train, aud landing at Auburn, 
awaited the arrival of the lightning expre3s, 
or, as the railroad men term it, No. fi, in 
order to enjoy an opportunity for an hour’s 
quiet conversation with the Secretary on 
matters of public importance, ana concerning 
which his expressions will he read with 
interest. 
Mr. Sehurz was found in a Union Pacific 
parlor car, surrounded by the members of his 
party—the two Misses Sehurz, his nephew, 
Mr. Miles; his friend, Henry Gaullieur, of 
Kimball, Gaullieur & Co., New York, and 
Ids private secretary, E. D. Hanna. The 
Secretary received his visitor cordially, and 
extended to him the hospitalities of his car. 
The purpose of the call was announced and 
Mr. Sehurz, with an amused expression, at 
once began to forestall an interview by turn­ 
ing the tallies upon his caller and applying to 
the journalist the conversational test himself, 
but with what was evidently a sincere desire 
to gain information from all sources relative 
to the State he had just entered. His ques­ 
tions ran rapidly, something after this order. 
“ I suppose I will find the changes very 
marked since I was here in 1860?” 
"Oh, yes; I spoke at the City Gardens 
at the time to which you refer.” 
“ What do Republicans think about car­ 
rying the State?” 
“ Ab ! I’m glad to hear that you believe 
you will win.” 
“ What has become of the agitation 
party—the Workingmen’s Kearney party?” 
*’ I expected as much, and thought 
they’d go back to the Democracy, where most 
of them came from. But you say a few 
have rallied for the Greenback party? It’s 
no use.” 
“ How are the Germans standing on the 
political issues ?” 
“ No; I suppose the campaign has not suf­ 
ficiently advanced for you to determine as to 
the extent of changes yet, but am glad to 
hear so many are for Garfield.” 
“ You think the native Californians will 
have considerable to do with the result ? Will 
Mr. Pacheco make a canvass in the south of 
the State ?” 
“ You say business stagnated in California, 
especially in San Francisco? As I expected. 
The people attribute it to the labor agitation? 
Well, that was to he expected. The result is 
not surprising.” 
“ What do you people think of the Chinese 
question now ? Is it still prominent ?” 
“ Of course, I know the people of Cali­ 
fornia are nearly all opposed to the immigra­ 
tion, but are none opposing the agitation?” 
[Mr. Sehurz, subsequently remarking on this 
topic, expressed the hope that the question 
will he settled satisfactorily to this people, 
said that a strong prejudice had been created 
against it at the East, by the advent of 
Kearney there, aud his loud-mouthed 
brawling and profanity, and that the peo­ 
ple took Kearney for a fair example ot ill 
the people oppt sing Chinese immigration.] 
The conversation then drifted, Mr. Sell' . z 
freshening it constantly by questions, to trie 
subject of immigration to the State—¡3 it de­ 
sired ; the productions of the soil ; the capa­ 
bilities of the foothills ; what a man with 
small means or no means can do on land here ; 
the availability of labor; results of fruit and 
grape culture in the foothills, etc. ; and 
finally, by making a dead-set with a question, 
the news man got 
A GIMLET-POINTED QUESTION 
in, and the Secretary was driven to an 
answer. 
Question—Mr. Sehurz, what is your opinion 
of the political situation at the East ? 
Answer—Well, really, I don’t care to he 
interviewed. Now, please don’t write down 
all I shall say ; but you may say, if my opin­ 
ion is of value, that I consider the outlook 
for the Republican party at the East most 
hopeful. It is too early in the campaign yet 
to say more than that, but there is the 
strongest ground for the belief that the party 
will win the victory. 
y.—How about Pennsylvania? 
A.—No well-informed Democrat now ex­ 
presses any hope of overcoming the Republi­ 
can majority there, l’ennsylvania must he 
conceded to us. 
Q.—The Democrats here do not admit it. 
A.—Oh, well, at the opening of a cam­ 
paign they are always jubilant, always 
claiming great things ; the Democracy is es­ 
pecially strong in that line in every campaign. 
Q.—Ohio, you of course, reckon for Gar­ 
field ? 
A.—Unquestionably. 
Q.—And as to lndiara? 
A.—Our prospects there are brighter than 
they have been for years. Our friends are 
very confident theie. At the same time they 
recognize the fact that hard work must he 
done, and they are doing it. 
Q.—What effect w il that Supreme Court 
decision have there ? 
A.—I think a had < ne for Democrats. It 
created great dissatisfaction among both 
Democrats and Republicans who voted for 
the constitutional amendments, and many 
Democrats, it is beiiived, will not support 
their ticket because of it. 
y —Y u think then that it will affect the 
Presidential election ? 
A.—I think so. You remember that two 
Democratic Judges g:.ve dissenting opinions. 
y —What do you think of New York, and 
the Republican prospect there ? 
A.—I cannot tell. New York is a con­ 
tested State. Kepullican friends there s|>eak 
very confidently, and are full of hope of a 
decisive victory in that State. 
y — Illinois, Iowa aud the West, are con- 
ceoed Republican ? 
A.—They are certainly to be so set down. 
In fact they are not di-cusscd at all. 
Q.—Will the Republican party at the East 
make a vigorous campaign in the South ? 
A.—I am not informed as to that, but I 
learn that Governor Jewell is in favor of do­ 
ing so. 
y.—What, Mr. Sehurz, do you consider 
the situation to be ? 
THE SITUATION. 
A.—We have two parties in fact, one 
favoring a change, one willing to let well 
enough alone. Those are the two great par­ 
ties. My special views I fully set forth in 
my speech at Indianapolis, which the 
R e c o rd U nio n published to-day, and I need 
not go into detail over that ground. I have 
there said all I care to repeat as to the par­ 
ties. Now we must, as Republicans, appeal 
to the conservative elements—the independ­ 
ent voter is the man to decide this contest. 
1 mean the voter who votes independent of 
party. What do the Den ocrats in Califor­ 
nia indicate tbeir line of attack to be ? 
A.—Thus far we have had but few of them 
on the stand. 
Two of the Democratic 
electors have been on the stump. One threw 
mud at General Garfield, aud spoke of noth­ 
ing else hut “ Credit Mobilier ” and “ De 
Golyer contract.” 
Mr. Sehurz—That will not avail them any­ 
thing. There’s nothing in it. At the East 
people don’t pay any attention to it. 
A.—The other devoted himself to States 
rights largely, and declared that the nomina­ 
tion ot General Hancock has taken the 
bloody shirt out of the campaign, aud robbed 
the Ri puhlicans of their wesp' n. 
Mr. Sehurz—Why the bloody shirt, if in 
the campaign—admitting wl at the Demo­ 
crats claim for the argument s*sake—would 
have no effect upon it. I.r ok at our elec­ 
tions two j ears ago where the bloody shirt 
wasn’t even mentioned, and look at the re­ 
sults of the canvasses—the Republican vic­ 
tories. 
# 
y.—How long will you stay in San Fran­ 
cisco, Mr. Sehurz? 
A.—Four days, and thin we go to Yo- 
semite, and then directly Fast, 
y.—Why, you make a short stop ? 
A .—Yes, of necessity. I have to be in 
Salt Lake A ugust 7th. 
y.—Will you speak to the people in San 
Francisco? 
A.—I cannot say. I have 1 ut a brief time 
to stop, and 1 do not expect to speak at all. 
y.—The people of Sacreimnto expect to 
hear you in their city. 
A.—Oh, 1 can't think of it. 
y.—Can’t you atop over as you return ? 
A.—I cannot see how I i an do ao. 
Q.—They will be disappointed in Sacra- 
lnculo. 
• 


A.—We can’t tell now ; it seems very im 
probable that we can stop over. I must be in 
Salt Lake August 7th. I go north from there 
to the Yellowstone country. I have just 
come from the Pyramid Lake Reservation. 
Q.—How did you find matters there, if it 
is not a state secret ? 
A.—Very satisfactory. The Piutes there 
cannot do so well as they might, because of 
the lack of agricultural land. They are em­ 
ployed largely by the whites, and seem to be 
contented. These people are quite scattered, 
and find employment at different points. 
The whites say they would not for anvtliiug, 
hardly, be deprived of the Iudians as hired 
laborers, and seem to be satisfied with them. 
Q.—Referring again to the campaign, Mr. 
Sehurz, what is your opinion of the whole 
outlook for the Republicans ? 
A.—Very promising, very hopeful. The 
conservative business people are going for 
Garfield I thiuk. All the factions we must 
expect to go to the Democracy. 
Q.—But the Greenbackers — are they 
counted as of effect in the campaign as a 
party, and will their vote make matters 
doubtful in any State? 
A.—The Greenback party we in the East 
do not count in the fight as being liable to 
produce any effect. 
y.—Is there any alarm among the business 
men of the East at the possibility of a change 
from one party to the other in power ? 
A.—I can’t say as to that. The campaign 
is not sufficiently opened yet to tell what the 
feeling may be fully among that class ; but to 
the conservative business element, which I 
believe is coming to the support of the party, 
we must appeal. As I said in my remarks at 
Iudianap' lie, to the business man, the manu­ 
facturer, the farmer, the question is, where 
does their safety reside—in which party ? 
And, as I said there, I can’t see what there is 
to induce them to leave the path of safety for 
an uncertain one. By the way, have you seen 
Secretary Thompson ? 
A.—No. sir. He went to Mare Island yes­ 
terday. He is expected to speak in this 
State. President Hayes is to visit California 
this fall, you know ? 
Q.—When? Is it settled as to date ? 
A.—In September. It is understood to be 
settled that he will attend the State Fair as 
the guest of the State Agricultural Society. 
Let me ask you once more as to Indiana, 
what is it gives the Republicans such hope 
there ? 
A.—Mr. English is not popular there, the 
Greenback nominee for Governor is unpopu­ 
lar, the decision of the Supreme Court has 
disgusted great numbers and will hurt the 
Democratic party. The Republicans are do­ 
ing good work and men are thinking, and so 
the outlook encourages the Republicans 
greatly. 
Q.—I would like to ask you other specific 
questions as to other States----- 
A.—I have told you all 1 have personal 
knowledge of. I have told you how tlie 
prospect seems to me. I have no definite 
information further, or I would give it to 
you. I don’t care to have you write down 
any more. I’ve set out in the speech pub­ 
lished in the Recorii-Union my views as to 
the campaign and iully. 
FURTHER CONVERSATION. 
At this point dinner was announced for the 
party, the conversation came to a close, and 
the visitor retired. In the above report the 
language of Mr. Sehurz has been condensed, 
but for convenience the questions and an­ 
swers have been preserved in the first person. 
Mr. Sehurz was not inclined to express him­ 
self positively as a political prophet, and 
plainly indicated that he did not set himself 
up in that capacity, and that he regards 
the possibilities of the future as alto­ 
gether too uncertain in politics for 
any one, however settled in his own opinions 
aud beliefs, to make expression of them in a 
manner to lead others to rely upon them. He 
frequently said that the independent voter 
must decide the election, and to his thorough 
conviction as to what he should do Republi­ 
cans should address themselves. As to the 
bloody shirt business, its elimination from 
the campaign he a second time referred, say­ 
ing that there was no need to shake it for 
straight Republicans, ami Democrats no one 
expect-d to influence by it, and it was there­ 
fore of no effect, aud had not been for years 
in politics. He inquired warmly concerning 
Senator Booth, expressed his high esteem for 
ex-Senator Casserly, and said he wished to 
meet him. He asked after Captain Eads, 
and hoped to meet him also. After dinner 
the representative of the Recobd-Union 
again called on Mr. Sehurz. Political topics 
were resumed, the same grounds, in part, 
gone over again, the Secretary saying he had 
nothing to add to what he had said and what 
he had set forth in his speech. He thought 
this ought to be a campaign of reason entirely, 
aud if it was he had little if any doubt as to 
the result. He was much interested in the 
low lands, as the American river was ap­ 
proached, and listened with deep interest to 
the story of the filling up of the river aud the 
obliteration oi its old banks. 
He was surprised at the extent of the de­ 
posits, and had no idea they were so great or 
destructive as stated. 
"You should go up the Yuba, Feather and 
Bear rivers and see the effects there.” 
“ I should like to. I saw where, up about 
Dutch Flat, the hills had been washed 
down.” 
“ But that is not a circumstance to other 
works you can easily visit.” 
“ What is being done about it ? ” 
“ The engineers hope to build dams to 
restrain the heavier debris.” 
“ Wiiat will become of the lighter sedi­ 
ment V ” 
"It will continue to come down.” 
“ How do your people benefit, then ? ” 
"The engineers expect to increase the ca­ 
pacity of the river so that it will carry the 
sediment.” 
“ Ab, yes, I see; and sweep it down into 
San Francisco bay ? ” 
“ I suppose so ; or out to sea.” 
“ It is a great question, and your city is, 
you say, part of the year below the surface 
level of the waters in the rivers?” 
“ It is. Remove this trouble, and you will 
see whata city Sacramento will be.” 
“ Ah, yes; I see. Look at those delightful 
broad avenues, my daughters. Wbat shade ! 
What handsome avenues ! What is the pop­ 
ulation of Sacramento, sir?” 
"W e claim about 21,000 or 25,000 as our 
actual and suburban population. Don’t you 
think, Mr. Secretary, that the Government 
ought to preserve this Sacrameuto river, the 
chief navigable stream of this State?” 
“ W ell, 
” 
“ Isn’t it a natural highway, an inherit­ 
ance of the people ? ” 
“ f ’e rtaiu ly .” 
“ Shouldn’t the Government prevent its 
obliteration, think you, and save this inherit­ 
ance to the people, aud keep the stream nav­ 
igable?” 
. 
, 
“ Well, but you people of California have 
permitted this destruction to go on aDd 
” 
Just at tliis point the train stopped in the 
depot and a great crowd of people came up 
to the car. The Secretary came upon the 
platform and was introduced to Secretary of 
State Burns, Attorney-General Hart, State 
Treasurer Wiel, Controller oi State Kenfield, 
Surveyor-General Shanklin, Adjutant Gen­ 
eral Backus, Messrs. Blanchard, Hornblower, 
Fritz Poet aud very many others. He came 
down on tlie walkway, was surrounded by the 
crowd, was introduced to many and mani­ 
fested a lively pleasure in meeting Sacra­ 
mentaos. He conversed with the gentlemen 
about him for half an hour, the crowd listening 
attentively, and I Ir. Scl.urz expressing him­ 
self on political matters in response to in­ 
quiry much as above reported. He was 
urged to name a day when he would speak 
here, hut declined to do so, and said that it 
was hardly probable he would stop over on 
his return trip. As the bell rang, he bade all 
about him, a hearty good-by, and entered the 
car, while the crowd, including not a few 
red-hot Democrats, who had li.-tened on the 
outer edges of the crowd to the conversation, I 
voted Carl Sehurz "a companionable man 
and well met, not a bit set up, and a shrewd 
and wise observer.” Many gave voice to this 
expression. 
Mr. Sehurz is very tall. His form is thin, up­ 
right and sinewy. His hair a dark brown, clus­ 
ters in short, tliick curls about his head, ar il 
seems to cause him little care. His whisk­ 
ers arc full and a deep red. His face 
though thin, appears iquare in shape, the 
nose long, the eyes are deep set and 
brown, the forehead broad - and bold; 
the liead large, expanding and broadening 
between and above the ears, and Betting upon 
a thin neck that pitches just a little forward. 
All in all, the personnel of the Secretary is 
pleasing, his mauners cordial and inviting, 
and marked by the least possible formality; 
yet he preserves a natural digrity which sits 
upon bun easily. He is one of those men, 
evidently, who can mingle in a crowd in the 
easiest manner, be one of it, lose none of the 
respect he inspires by his hearing, and in no 
wise lessen the personal dignity he possesses. 
The party will probably leave San Fran­ 
cisco for Yiiseniite Sunday or Monday next, 
and pass Sacramento for the East about the 
Sunday or Monday following—August 1st or 
2d. It is the intention of the Secretary to 
make a stop or two between here and Salt 
Lake, rnd from the last place, about August 
7th, take cars for Beaver Canyon, and from 
there proceed by wheeled conveyance to the 
Yelb'wstone region. He purposes reaching 
Washington about September 6th. 
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T he O a k la n d T ra s e d j C o ro n er’s In q u e st 
—V erd ict o r th e J u r y . 
O ak la nd, July 27th.—At the Coroner’s in­ 
quest over the body of Dr. Lefevre, shot yes­ 
terday by E. F. Schroeder, officer J. B. 
Fields, the arresting officer, testified that 
when he met Dr. Brooks and Mr. Schroeder 
the latter said : “ Officer, do your duty. I 
have shot a man !” The defendant asked if 
there was any objection to his wife and little 
daughter accompanying him to the jail. 
Upon receiving a negative reply, the defend­ 
ant picked up his little girl in his arms, and 
together they walked to the City Hall. 
Schroeder also said that that man had se­ 
duced his wife, and no one could seduce his 
wife and live. Mr. Schroeder was perfectly 
cool at the time. His wife was also calm. 
When the party arrived at the City Hall the 
defendant told his wife to go home and take 
care of the children, and he would see her 
again in a day or two. 
After some further testimony the jury re­ 
tired for a time, aud returned the following 
verdict: 
Tlie deceased, Alfred Lefevre, a native of France, 
aged,47 years, came to his death on the 26th day of 
July, A. D. 1880, at the office of the deceased, on 
the northwest corner of Eighth and Broadway 
streets, city of Oakland, county of Alameda, from 
internal hemorrhage, caused by a pistol shot wound 
through the abdomen, inflicted by one Edward F. 
Schroeder, and we charge said Edward F. Schroeder 
with the crime of murder. 
The verdict was signed by E. J. Webster, 
foreman, and all the jury. 
In Dr. Lefevre’s book of engagements the 
name of Mrs. Schroeder appears last on 
April 30th. 
. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.) 
O a k la n d, July 27th.—The Coroner’s jury, 
in their consideration of the case, discussed the 
matter of charging Mrs. Schroeder with con­ 
spiracy in the murder. During the taking of 
testimony by the jury a representative of a 
San Francisco illustrated weekly sheet at­ 
tempted to sketch the defendant, but was dis­ 
covered and promptly ejected from the room. 
The counsel tor defendant said he wished to 
ask no questions and would introduce no 
witnesses on behalf of the defense.

Upon the honor and integrity of 
the butcher aud those eugaged in tim ilar pur­ 
suits, depend inam easure the comforts of home 
and the health and happiness of the family 
circle. There should he no lack of confidence 
between the shopkeeper and the household. 
W hen th at trust is betrayed in the willful 
■commission of a crime of this nature, such 
a betrayal cannot be viewed except with feel­ 
ings of abhorrence, and no estimate can be 
made of the serious injuries which endanger 
its unsuspecting victims. 
The presence of 
the guilty one in a civilized community is as 
much to be dreaded as th at of a leper, 
and the crime is as much to be condemned as 
the stealthy tread of the midnight assassin. 
L et me admonish you to consider seriously 
the position you now occupy. 
For such a 
wrong no trivial penalty is sufficient. 
So far 
as I am informed, however, this is the first 
offense of this nature th at has occurred in 
this community. 
I am not unmindful of the 
fact th at the hare verdict of guilty, the record 
of th at verdict and its publication may seri­ 
ously affect your business and social relations. 
T he judgment of the Court shall not be lack­ 
ing in mercy. 
B ut let me admonish you, for 
your own sake and for the sake of those who 
m ay he near and dear to you, to be mindful 
in future of your character. 
Let good deeds 
in future obliterate the memories of this hour. 
M ake an effort to regain what you have lost. 
Strive to secure a good reputation, and let 
th a t reputation he your shield and your 
guard, so th at hereafter uo reproach may he 
upon yon, but th at your name may be hon­ 
ored aud respected among men." 
Counsel 
for defendants in each case filed motions in 
arrest of judgment and for new trials. 
The 
motions were overruled by the Court, and the 
defendants were then sentenced to pay a fine 
of 8180 each, or in default to he imprisoned 
six m onths in the county prison. 
Notices of

Miners on the South Fork of Scott river, 
in Siskiyou county, are all making a good 
year of it, notwithstanding the heavy 
freezes of last winter and spring and the 
consequent delays in getting work started. 
The quartz mines in the vicinity of 
Angels hare not looked more favorable for 
the past ten years. 
The vein in the 
Fletcher mine is increasing in width as the 
shaft goes down, and is much richer than 
at first. 
Miners are hard at work at Warren’s, 
Idaho. 
Snow has disappeared almost en­ 
tirely from the trail leading to the mines. 
The trail between Mount Idaho and Flor­ 
ence has recently been cleared of fallen 
timber and its condition for travel is better 
than ever before. 
Quite a force of men are now at work on 
the mines of the Trench company at White 
Pine, Nev. 
A contract has been let the 
past week on the shaft of the Trench mine, 
while work is being rapidly pushed in the 
drift. 
At this early stage of development 
everything looks encouraging. 
One day last week George Osborn, a mi­ 
ner on Smith's Flat, Calaveras county, 
while prospecting in his mine discovered a 
pocket from which he obtained over a hun­ 
dred dollars in a few hours. 
The proba­ 
bility is, if we may be allowed to judge from 
what we know of the mine, that he will 
take out a good deal of gold before the de­ 
posit is exhausted. 
The quantity of gold dust that finds its 
way to the buyers in lots of an ounce and 
less, says the Scott Valley (Siskiyou coun­ 
ty) News, indicates that the small miners 
are also doing a remunerative business, and 
there is no district in the county where 
mining is so successfully prosecuted at the 
present time as about Callahans. 
The New York Wall Street News says 
th a t the Horn Silver mine has been sola to 
the Cunard Steamship Company (English) 
for §13,000,000. 
The News adds: 
Jay 
Cooke and his associates, who include, we 
believe, some members of the Cunard 
Steamship Company, paid less than §7,­ 
000,000 for the property. 
About §1,000,­ 
000 has been expended. 
It was bought 
from the discoverers three years ago for 
$25,000 by four men, who received the.Tay 
Cooke purchase money. 
Several years ago some parties run a tun­ 
nel on Gold Flat to drain a ledge they 
owned, says the Nevada City Transcript. 
After advancing some 200 feet they quit 
there. 
Recently Messrs. Stephens and 
Vance relocated the claim, and cleaning 
out the old tunnel resumed operations in it. 
A ledge varying from eight to twenty 
inches in thickness was found, and from it 
were taken ten tons of ore. 
This has just 
been crushed at Keith’s mill on the Plaza, 
and paid $27 a ton in free gold and about 
$3 in salphurets. 
The reporter has seen 
some of the ore, aud it shows well in free 
gold and sulphurets. 
The size of the ledge 
and the quality of it increases rapidly with 
depth. 
If present indications hold out, 
Stephens and Vance have what may rea­ 
sonably be termed a good piece of property.
